Each group will be 
scheduled for a 45-minute 
session that will be recorded 
along with the clinician’s 
comments. Choirs are invited 
to prepare a 15-20 minute 
program which includes at least 
one spiritual. After the 
performance, Dr. Bagley and 
Dr. Dettwiler will use the 
remaining time to work with 
the choir in an informal 
rehearsal atmosphere. This is a 
non-competitive event, so no 
attempt will be made to rate 
the performance or establish 
any grade level of music. 

Groups will receive a 45-minute 
tape and a written evaluation. 

The festival will be held in 
Butler Music Center. The 
registration fee is $50 per 
school for one 45-minute 
session and $30 for each 
additional ensemble time. 
Groups may stay as long as they 
like and listen to the other 
ensembles. The university 
dining hall and area 
restaurants will be available for 
lunch and dinner.

Synopsis 
Clonad GonCejuts 


The MU choirs have 
planned an exciting year of 
music-making. The first concert 
of the season, which featured 
the music of Benjamin Britten, 
was Sunday, November 13. The 
women of the Concert Choir 
and Festival Chorus opened the 
concert with “Missa brevis in D” 
for boys voices and organ then 
followed by the charming 
“Rejoice in the Lamb” sung by 
the Festival Chorus. Dr. Kent 
Hill accompanied both works at 
the Moller organ. The Concert 
Choir’s portion of the program 
offered a representative 
sampling from some of Britten’s 
more extended works: “Old Joe 
Has Gone Fishing” from Peter 
Grimes, “The Evening 
Primrose” from “Five Flower 
Songs,” two movements from 
the Choral Dances from 
Gloriana, “A Boy was Born,” 
and “A Hymn to the Virgin.” 
Narration guided the ears of 
the audience to understand 
Britten’s depth of 
compositional style. 

On December 1 at 8 p.m., 
the Mansfieldians will join with 
the MU Jazz Ensemble for an 


evening of vocal jazz. The 
concert will feature traditional 
jazz ballads, holiday music, and 
arrangements made famous by 
the Swingle Singers, The Ritz, 
and the King’s Singers. 

The Annual Holiday 
Concert on Sunday, December 
4 at 7 p.m. will take everyone 
around the world with 
Christmas and Hanukkah music 
from over 12 countries. The 
finale will feature all the choral 
ensembles and seven 
percussionists performing the 
rousing Nigerian Christmas 
carol, “Betelehumu.” Taught in 
the “aural tradition,” the 
singers will learn the work with 
no music notation but only by 
rote. 

Watch for more information 
about the spring production of 
Carl Orff’s Carmina Burana on 
Saturday, April 22 at 8 p.m. Our 
performance will feature Neil 
Wilson from Richmond, VA, 
Gayle Berman from Boston, 

MA, and combined choirs with 
four-hand piano and seven 
percussionists. 





Peggy Dettwiler, begins the 
fall semester energized by several 
activities experienced over the 
summer. She and her husband, 
Jurgen Thym (a native German), 
visited family in Germany during 
the month of June. They spent 
three days in Paris where they saw 
President Clinton emerging from 
Notre Dame Cathedral, and then 
they listened to the Concert Choir 
from Eau Claire University in 
Wisconsin perform in the 
Cathedral. The choir had just 
“accidentally” performed a concert 
for the President! Peggy hopes to 
take the MU Concert Choir on a 
European tour in 1996. 

During the last week of July, 
she attended a vocal jazz workshop 
at Shall Lake, Wisconsin. Diana 
Spradling of Western Michigan 
University, a long-time jazz singer, 
was the clinician. The 18 
participants learned much about 
repertoire, scat techniques, 
performance practices, prominent 
performing groups, composing 
lyrics, and, in addition, the group 
performed as a vocal jazz 
ensemble in the final concert. 

In August, Peggy presented an 
interest session, “Designing Vocal 
Warm-ups for Specific Choral 
Works,” at the first PA State 
Conference of the American 
Choral Directors Association. 

Elizabeth Eidenier, EMT-BC, 
Music Therapist, enjoyed a 
productive sabbatical leave during 
the 1993-94 academic year. During 
this time, she worked with clients, 
benefitted from supervision by 
advance clinicians and attended 
several workshops. She completed 
an article about the Bonny Method 
(Guided Imagery and Music) and 


began an introductory music 
therapy textbook. Work on the 
book is continuing this year.

North American Music Therapy 
Conference in Toronto and the 
NAMT Mid-Atlantic Regional 
Conference in Harrisburg.
